b submitting our Sixty-second Annual Report on the several services entrusted to Introdu«x 
our management, we propose to somewhat vary the arrangement on which previous tioa. 
Reports have been made, and to deal with the several divisions of the subject in the 
^^Jllo^^'ing order : — 

(1.) Voted Services, i.e., services for which provision is made by vote of 
Parliament. 



(2.) Light Railways and Tramways. 

(3.) Non-voted Services, i.e., servicea provided for from other sources than 
Parliamentary votes. 

(4.) Loans. 

At the same time we propose in the body of the Report to deal only witlr th® 
pracipal features that have presented themselves under each head dui-ing the year and 
wrecord in Appendioes the details of administration or the statistical results of the year, 
lie apprehend that in this way, while for official purposes the record of the year’s 
operations will be ho less complete and accessible, the salient points of the year’s history 
irill be followed with gi'eater interest and convenience. 

As a genei’al preface to our Report, we repeat from last year’s Report the following Buti«s o{ 
extract from the Report of the Committee appointed in 1870, to inqufre into the the Boari 
administration by the Board of the services with which it is charged : — 



“The variety of those services is very great. The Cktnnnissioners not only coadnet all the 
bosineas vhich is delegiited to two separate Boards in London (namely, the Commissioners of Hex 
Majesty’s Works and Public Buildings, and the Public Works Loans Commissiocei's), and part of 
that which is intrusted to the Inclosure Commissioners (9 10 Vie., c. 101), but they also have 

under their charge a considerable amount of work vhich is not done in Great Britain at all by the 
Government, such at^ the maintenance of Inland Navigations, ikc. ; they are likewise membets of the 
Board of Control for Lunatic Asylums, and of the BooM of Control over the Boyal Oanal. 

“ To be chai-ged with the lending of sums of public money is, of itself, a trust, the importance of 
which it is not easy to overrate j and when to this is added the control of an expenditure of over 
^£200, 000 a year ;• the care of a large amount of valuable public property ; the interpretation and 
administration of very numerous Acte of Parliament j and tlie conduct of much extraneous businees, 
some idea may be formed of the responsibilities thrown on this Board. 

“ Moreover, the Board of Works occupies a position peculiar to itself. It is the only Department 
of the State which has under its charge loan operations as well as a large expenditure. In having to 
accommodate local authorities and individuals with capital, which they cannot so cheaply raise in the 
open market, and at the same time keep watch over a public expenditure, the Board has more or less 
conflicting interests to deal with j it has to consult the special interests of localities and persons and 
at the same time to protect the general interests of the public. Ita duties, therefore, may at times be 
attended with more than ordinary difficulties.” 

Sincuthe date of that report the duties of the Board have been largely increased 
loth by automatic development and as the result of legislation.

We may particularly refer to the loans authorized by the 31st Section of the 
Law (Ireland) Act, J881, under which £813,155 in 10,006 separate accounts has 
advanced, the Sea Fisheries Ireland Act, 1883, the Ancient Monuments Acts, ti- 
numerous amendments and extensions of our powers to lend for local and educatiu* .' 
purposes, and the important duties imposed upon us in connection with the Schemer^ 
railway extension presented under the Tramways and Public Companies ( Ireland) A,- 
1883, and the light Railways (Ireland) Act, 1889. 

Within the same period the duties of tlie Board have only been reduced by a rec.c. 
stitution of the Board of Control, of which only the Chairman is now a meoii,;* 
though the whole clerical, accounting, draughtman’s, and Wal work is carried on t- 
our staff, and by the transfer to the Congested Districts Board of the vSea Coast ai' 
Fisheries Fund and of the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund, with the exception of £20.00' 
which remains under our control. 

In the Session of 1892 several Acts were passed affecting the status of the Board aod 
their loan services. 

By the Public Works Loans Act, 1892 (55 and 56 Viet., cap. 61, section 8), tb- 
Commissioners were incorporated for all the various duties they discharge vita 
perpetual succession, and a common seal, with power to hold land, and such incur- 
poration is thereby made retrospective as regards previous contracts or securities 

By the Ancient Monuments Protection Act, 1892 (55 and 56 Viet., cap. 45), tin; 
Ancient Monuments Protection Act, of 1882, has been extended, and by such extensiin 
the Commissioners have ah'eady become guardians of, and are thus enabled to protect 
and presei-ve monuments of historic and artistic interest which would otherwise be liable 
to be destroyed or become ruinous. 

By the Drainage and Improvement of Lands (Ireland) Act, 1892 (55 and 56Vkt, 
cap. 65), tenants by agi-eement with their landlords or by order oi the Board cm 
promote and carry oat Schemes for Arterial Drainage, under the Arterial Draiuftge 
Act of 1863, and the Acts amending and extending same. 

By the same Act, sec. 11, we were given power to apportion charges for Draiuge 
Maintenance on portions of lands liabfe to such a charge. 

During the Session of 1893-94, several Acts affecting the operations of the Bou4 
were passed, but as they were not of a general character, they will be more coeveniendy 
alluded to in connection with the services to which they refer.

yatioml Edxtcaiion Buildings and School Grants,— A sum of £.30,000 was voted School 
for mnts towards the erection of new schools and improvements to existing schools, grants, 
(If mis sum, £28,198 was expended, leaving unused £1,802 of the vote, although 
at the end of the financial year grants to the amount of £54,000, sanctioned by the 
■’ooimissioners of National Education, remained to be met. 

Inonr Report for the year 1892-3 we called attention to the difficulty of forecasting 
?he probable expenditure in the financial year on the erection of new and the improve- 
of existing schools, owing to the want of any provision in the procedure under 
Thich grants are made by the Commissioners of National Education for requiring 
managers of schools to commence and finish works wilhin a definite period after the 
mking ot the grant. ' 

Some correspondence has passed on the subject with the Commissioners, and we under- 
•bind that they are considering what steps ^ould be taken to meet tbe necessities of 
uecase. 



Postal and Telegraph Buildings . — The approaching completion of the Amiens-street Parwi Pnst 
Parcel Post Depot made it necessaiy to decide as to the system of lighting to be employed. Depot, 

‘‘0 far as we are awaxe, in Great Britain, whenever electric lighting has been introduced 
:u Post Office buildings tbe supply has been obtained bj' a separate installation, for which 
iHanile tlie existence of engines required for the Postal and Telegi-aph work, and the 
presence of the Technical staff of the Telegraph Depaitment gave special facilities. 

There would have been no difficulty in making similar arrangements at Amiens-street, 

'•ut we considered that as the Corporation of Dublin, had established a municipal 
-lectrical system it would be fair that the Govermuent requirements should be supplied 
^ that system, if the price per unit compared satisfactorily with the rate at which 
tte energy could be generated by a separate installation on the premises. We do not 
’•link that the terms offered are as low as might have been given, considering the 
KUiount of energy that will be' required, the hours at which it will be used, the per- 
luanence of the (demand, and the regularity and certainty of payments by the Gkivern- 
“lent, and we have therefore been obliged to give notice to the Corporation that we do 
Hut propose to take the current from them on the same terms after the expiration of 
three x 



The depot itself is practically finished, and only the fittings, which have been specially 
Bnnnj consultation with the Post Office experts, now remain to be provided. 



PHCENIX PARK. 

The PhcEnix Park takes its name from a Manor House which formerly stood on the RW'hU 
present site of the Powder Magazine. 

The Ph(]emx Manor formed part of the lands of Kilmainhani which were granted by 
Richard Strongbow, Earl of Pembroke in the year 1174, to the Knights Templars. 
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Die Order of Knights Tcmnlai*s was suppressed by Edward II. h the ve-^r 
^ 307, and in the year 1310 their lands and possessions were granted to the Knights r- 
St. John of Jerusalem, otherwise the Knights Hospitallers. In 1535, amid the generj 
dissolution of religious houses, the possessions of the Hospitallers in Ireland were set. 
rendered to the King, but in the Reign of Queen Mary the establishment was allowej 
to be reconstituted by Cardinal Pole, and Sir Oswald Massingberd, who was appointed 
Pnorin 1557, hold office until the second year of Queen Elizabeth’s reign, when the Croi?: 
re-asserted its claim to ownei*ship. 

The Queen seems to have resolved to foim the estate into a deerpark, hut this resolati,-. 
was not put into execution before the year 1662, when Janies, Duke of Omond, then Lori 
Lieutenant, purchased, on behalf of His Majesty Charles II, for the sum of £3,000, froL 
Christopher Fagan, of Feltrini, County of Dublin, Esquire, and Daniel IlutchinsoD.ofth- 
City of Dublin, Mderman, their interest in a lease for 60 years of the lands of Pheeuii 
ana Newtownland, in the parish of Kilmainhain, containing 467 acres 10 peretb. 
Various additions were subsequently made, for which a sum of £10,000 was issit-i 
by the Treasuiy, and on that being* found to be insufficient, a further sum of £10,0 (k 
was granted in 1G65. 

The estates thus bought were conveyed to Sir John Temple, Solicitor-Genei-al, anl 
Sir Paul Davies, Secretary of State, in trust lor Hia Majesty. 

As a result of these additions, the Park stretched on both sides of the River Liffev. 
including the site and demesne of the present Royal H ospital at Kilmainham. 

The highroad ran through the PaiX and in consequence of the deer trespassing od 
the neighbouring fields, that part of the Pork which was situated on the north side of 
the river was, in 1682, enclosed by a stone wall, and the highway and the lands lying 
on the south side of the river were excluded. The Park was completed by the Earl o.^ 
Chesterfield during his Lord Lieutenancy, and the Pheenix Column was erected It 
him in 1745 to commemorate the laying out and embellishment of the grounds by 
walks and plantations. 

The Park, as a Royal possession, was under the control of the Commissioners of Hor 
hlajesty’s Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues. In the year 1851 the management cf 
it was transferred to the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Works and Public Bnildings 
(Great Britain), and from them to the Commissionera of Public W orka in Ireland on 
the 1st January, 1860.

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In addition to these there are sundry small enclosures attached to the Bailiffs and 
Park Constables’ Lodges, the Nursery, Deer Fann, &c., amounting in all to 14a. 1r. 25p. 

Xbe enclosure to the Royal Zoological Gardens comprises an area of 19a. 1r. 5r., while at 
various times separate cricket grounds have been granted on licences to the Phoenix 
Gub, Civil Service Club, the Ganison Club, the Constabulary Club, and the Working- 
men’s Club, comprising altogether an area of 14a. 2r. 17p. 

The area of the enclosures in the Park, it will be seen, amounts to 42U. 3 r. 17p. 
out of a total area of 1,752 a. 3r. 21p. 

is your Lordships are aware, at vai’ious times questions have been asked directed Cricket 
agiiinst the maintenance ot the several cricket grounds above referred to. While grounds, 
we are of opinion that the practice of granting these grounds should not, if possible, 
be extended, it does not anpear that any necessity exists for the withdrawal of the 
privileges enjoyed by the Clubs, whose matches are open to view without payment, and 
with the military atid other bauds frequently provided by the Clubs afford much 
tajoyment to the public. At the same time we have thought it desimble, in order 
to meet what appears to be a ^rowing desire for cricket grounds in the Park, to 
establish a public cricket ground iu the neighbourhood of the ground known a.s the 
Civil Service ground. The preliminary steps for this purpose were tien in the 
Autumn of 1393, and although the groimd is of course not vet in fii-st-class order, we 
hope iu time to be able to bring it into good condition, antf with the co-opei-ation of 
those who use it to maintain it in good jdaying order. 

We have also during the year slightly changed the position and improved the shape Polo 
of the Polo Ground on the Niue Acres. The matches and games play^ on this ground grounds, 
form one of the most popular amusements of Dublin, and are watched by crowds of 
ipectators of all classes. For the protection of the public a wooden barrier has been put 
up with the permission of the Board by the All Ireland Polo Club on two sides of the 

5 id, leaving both ends open for pedestrians or equestrians when the ground is not 
used, and for the further protection of the spectators we have moved the boundary 
jrward, so as to avoid any risk from falling branches of the elma which, though 
iSbrding a grateful shade, constituted a possible source of danger from the decay to 
liich (in this Park after a certain number of years) the elm is subject. The change of 
position has at the same time enabled us to afford facilities for the movement of vehicles 
aod spectators round the ground which did not formerly exist. 

In other parts of the Park we have taken steps to provide for the replacement of 
worn-out or decaying trees, and to secure in. future years avenues and groups of trees 
that shall be worthy of this great Public Park. 

For some considerable time our attention has been directed to the extent to which Parbroada. 
the roads of the Park were used for the general trafBc of the district suiTOunding it. 

No restriction had ever been placed ou what we may call pleasure ti’affic, and at the 
same time passes through the Park had been freely granted for market gardeners’ 
carts from the Strawberry Beds, for farmers’ carts, and for all sorts of traders’ carts 
aad vans. We came to the conclusion, upon an examination of the facts, that looking 
to the existence of county roa<^ on the north and south, the Park roads were being 
excessively and unnecessarily used, and that the amount and character of the traffic 
vas such as to detract from the primary object of the Park as a public pleasure ground. 

In pai'ticolar, it had become clear that the Park roads were used for traffic from the 
Strawberry' Beds, from Chapelizod, &c., in order to avoid the steep ascent on the county 
fiad outside the Park boundary, and to take advantage of the better condition iu which 
the Park roads are kept as compared with the county roads. 

Accordingly, at the begiiming of the year 1894, we introduced as a temporary 
measure a change by which all traffic, other than pleasure traffic, was only allowed to 
pass between the Dublin gate and the Castleknock gate, the other gates being closed 
to biKin^a traffic. 

Lest, however, any hardship should be caused to the market gardeners, &c., frequent- 
ing the Dublin market, we, with your Lordships’ consent, agreed to give a temporary 
pass to them, so as to enable the question of the improvement and proper mainten- 
ance of the county road to be brought before the Grand Jmy of the County of Dublin 
at their next meeting for fiscal business. 

We have also relaxed the rule forbidding vacs to pass through the side gates of the 
Park, and where real necessity has been shown by tradesmen serving public institu- 
tions, (kc., in the Park, we have, as occasion required, granted passes between 
Bubiiu gate and Chapelizod gate, and between the North Circular Road gate and 
the Ashtown gate. 

B 
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Lower, Botne Navigation. 

Boyue The Boyne Navigation stretches from Drogheda to some distance above Navaoi ad 

Navigation, consists of two portions, the Lower, 14 miles, under the charge of the Board, and^s 
Upper, which has been in the hands of a local Board of Trustees. It has for some fen-' 
been evident that if water communication between Navan and its natural port •• 
Drogheda was to be maintained, some change of management would be necessarr fc 
order to give facilities for the repair of the Upper pS’Tt of the Navigation, and to 
encourage and develop traffic on the whole system. iTie nroposal for the formafe/ 
of a new Company with this object has aroused considerable local interest in Navanat-' 
Drogheda, and, though it has not yet been completely worked out, it offers a pro^ 
of future success. 

Details of the above and other services comprised under this division of our Hepcm 
will be found in Appendix A, pages 28-30. 

II— LIGHT RAILWAYS AND TRAMWAYS. 

Trajtwats and Light Railways under the Aots o? I860 to 1890. 

Liglit R*il- Under the provisions of the Tramways Acts of 1860 and 1861 we are required, oa 
TOyaivnd the application of the promoters of tramway and light railway projects, to cause an 
Tnanways. inquiry to be held into the merits of the undertakings ffiom an engineering point of 
view, and into any modidcation in that respect whicm may be advantageously made, 
and to report our opinion thereon. These reports are directed to be submitted to tlie 
Grand Juries for their information in considering the proposals made. 

In connection with undertakings proposed lo be guaranteed under the Tramways aad 
Public Companies (Ireland) Act, 1883, we are further directed by section 10 of that 
Act to furnwh the Lord Lieutenant in Council with an estimate of the amotint of 
paid-up capital which will be necessary for the purpose of the undertaking. The 
estimates having been examined and cheeked for that purpose, are submitted to the 
Privy Council at the hearing of applications for Orders authorizing the eonstruction of 
any line of tramway or light railway, and the Engineers who checked those estimate 
attend at the hearing and are examined thereon. 

The cost of these inquiries is defrayed out of funds deposited in, our hands by the 
Promoters. 

^mway In the following eases the inquiry as to engineering merits required by thefe 
^ 93 ^ 4 *’ Act (Sect. 9) as modified by section 7 of the Act of 1861, was prosecuted c 

each case by an Inspector appointed by the Board, and the cases were duly reported 
on for the guidance of the local authority concerned : — 

1. Dublin, Swords, and Garristown, in which a guarantee w'as applied for. 

2. Dublin United Tramways, 

3. Clontarf and Hill of Howth. 

In the case of No. 1 we informed the Promoters and the Grand Jury concensed 
that there were no funds available under the Tramw'ays and Public Conipari^- 
(Ireland) Act, 1883, to be applied in aid of dividends guaranteed by the Baronies, 
Your Lordships having declar^ that, under the joint operation of that Act and of tbe 
Act of 1889, 52 & 53 Vic., cap. 66, all funds for State assistance to such projects vere 
exhausted. 

An amount is provided in the Estimates to enable us to meet any contributions 
which may become payable in respect of the two per cent, which may be repaid to the 
baronies under the 9th Section of the “ Tramways (Ireland) Act, 1883.” A Gen^l 
Statistical Return is appended {vide Appendix F.), showing the capital of each Ik® 
with the Revenue and expenditure in each year since its opening, and the annud 
charge both on the guaranteeing baronies and the Treasury. 

State and The approaching completion of the railways to which the assistance of the State 

Railways (Ireland) Act, 1S89, affords a convenient occasioflfor 
a summary of the various steps by which railway extensions in Ireland have been 
facilitated by State or local aid. 

In 1836 the question, of the construction of railways in Ireland was brought forward 
by the Government. A Royal Commission was appointed at the end of 1836, so 
renewed in 1837, for the purpose of considering a general system ofrailways tor 
Ireland, and the best mode of directing the development of this new means of 
course to the channels where the greatest advantage might be obtained by the small 
outlay, with a view to developing the resources of the country. 
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In consequence of the recommendavions of that Commission, the Government 
submitted certain resolutions to the House of Commons in favour of the construction 
of the lines between Dublin and Cork with a branch to Limerick as public works for 
tjjg execution of which the treasury was to be empowered to issue Exchequer Bills 
and of the appropriation of the revenue : — 

( 1 .) To the maintenance and working of the railways ; 

(2.) To payment of interest at per cent, on the advances ; 

(3.) To a sinking fund not exceeding li per cent per annum ; 

(4.) To reduction of rates or extensions of the systems. 

These resolutions were adopted by the House, but the question of Government 
interference was subsequently dropped, and private companies were allowed to proceed 
as in England and Scotland. 

The Irish Railway Companies were, however, treated somewhat exceptionally. State Loims 
Ttey early sought and obtained Government aid for constructing their railways, and toRailways. 
ojider the Acts authorizing the advance of money out of the Consolidated Fund for 
public works several sums were advanced from time to time to aid the construction 
of railways in Ireland. 

The first of these advances was made to the Dublin and Drogheda Railway Company 
in 1842. 

The distress in Heland caused by the famine led to increased application for such 
assistance, in consequence of which Parliament, in 1847, authorized the further issue of 
£620,000 out of the Consolidated Fund to the Great Southern and Western, the 
Waterford and Kilkenny, and the Dublin and Drogheda Railway Companies. 

[n 1849 Parliament also authorized the issue of £50i),000 out of the Consolidated 
Fund to aid the Midland Great Western Railway of Ireland Company in completing 
the Hue of that Company. Other advances have since been made to Irish Railway 
Companies, which amounted in the whole, on the 31st March, 1893, to £4,197,746, 
out of which £3,383,278 had been repaid. 

In 1866 Parliament sanctioned the advance of £500,000 out of the Consolidated 
Fund to Irish Railway Companies for a period not exceeding twelve months, to enable 
then to meet pressing liabilities. This latter loan was of audvantage rather to pay off 
persons who had incautiously lent their money on the security of existing Irish railways 
tiaii to increase the amount of railway communication in Ireland. 

From the fact that railway extension in Ireland beyond the trunk lines has been 
eflected to so great a degree by separate companies for each piece of line it is probable 
that a larger propoxtiion of the capital ha.s been locally subscribed than would be the 
case with a great company issuing additional stock at a financial centre. 

Bat in addition to this the assistance of the locaUty has been largely given in Ireland 
iatwo other ways (1) contributions in the form of capital or guarantee by the laud- 
ownem of the district, and (2) guarantee of the interest on portions of the capital 
charged on rates. 

As examples of the former we may refer to the construction, by the Duke of 
Devonshire, of the line between Lismore and Fermoy, the guarautees given by the 
kiadoQ city companies in respect of the interest on £20,000 in the case of the Dungiven 
fiailway, £60,000 in the case of the Derry Central, £7,000 in the case of the Drapers- 
town, the collateral guarantee of £62,900 for the Southern Railway (by certain private 
individuals), and the guarantee given jointly and severally by landowners of the interest 
on a State loan of £100,000 required for the completion of the Sligo, Leitrim, and 
Northern Counties Railway between Collooncy and Enniskillen. 

But the most usual form of local assistance in Ireland for railway extension was the 
guarantee of interest on a certain portion of the capital by a charge on the local rates. 

Thus in addition to the loan from the Consolidated Fund above-mentioned the 
Midland Great Western Railway Company was assisted by a guarantee, from the 
Haroni^ tlirough which it passed, of five per cent, upon the capital required for the 
purpose of its extension from Athlone to Galway. The Baily^ay Company were 
required to render accounts, which were submitted to an auditor named by the Govern* 
uient, and the baronies were called upon to levy rates for payment of the guarantee 
during many years, but under the provisions of an Act p^ed in the year 1865, the 
baronies were, in October, 1870, relieved from all further liability to the guarantee, 
and the Railway Company was no longer required to submit the accounts of this portion 
of the line to Government audit. 

The southern portion of the country has been especially libei'al in giving these 
piarantees •. e.g'., in the case of the line now known as the Cork, Bandon, and South 
Railway, the extensions from Dunmanway to Skibbereen, and from Drimoleague 
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to Bantry, were roade with the assistance of local guarantees of five per cent, for fchirtr 
five years on capital sums of £53,000 and £40,000, respectively. •* | 

These local guarantees are at varying rates of interest : in some caaes they are 1 
limited to a maximum sum leviable in each year, in others to a maximum pounda«' ' 
rate. Some are perpetual, others for a term of yeare ; \n some the net earnings hate 
largely relieved the guarantee, in others the guarantee is being and is likely to continue 
to be paid in full. 

The total amount guaranteed is slightly over a million pounds, exclusive of tt- 
Athlone-Galway guarantee mentioned ^ove. 

In the Relief of Distr(^ Amendment Act, 1880 (43 and 44 Vic., c. 14, ss. 13-15. 
an attempt was made to combine both State and local assistance in favour of certtd- 
lines specified in the schedule to that Act. The Trea.sury was empowered to lenc 
on somewhat more favourable terms than the general law allowed, upon the security oi 
a baronial guarantee. In few, however, of the schemes referred to was it found poteibli 
to make practical use of this concession ; and it became apparent that if railway eiten- 
sions were to be made, e^ecially in the districts which most needed opening up, further 
assistance must in some form or other be granted by tire State. 

Accordingly in 1883 the Tramways and Public Companies (Ireland) Act, 46 and 4; 
Vic., cap. 43, was passed, based on the principle of resting primarily on local responsi- 
bility as, regards both finance and control, but placing a partial Imperial guarantees? 
regards the former behind the local guarantee, with a view both of diminishing the 
pecuniary buifhen on the locality and of improving the value of the security. 

Persons intending to promote a scheme for a Tramway or Light Railway under the 
Act were required in the first instance to form themselves into a company under the 
provisions of the Limited Liability Acts. They must then publish certain notices, and 
deposit inter alia with the Secretary to any Grand rlury concerned, and with the County 
Surveyor and the Clerk of each Union through which the line passes, plans, sections, 
and lists of O'vners of property affected (the County Surveyor, particularly so far as 
their scheme affects the county road.s in his charge) and obtain a report from an 
Engineer nominated by the Board of Works, that the scheme is feasible from an engineer- 
ing point of view — these provisions having been laid down by previous Irish Tramway 
Acts which are incorporated with that of 1883. If these preliminary requirements were 
duly complied with, the case came before the Grand Jury, who, in the event of opposi- 
tion, heard both sides by Counsel, and if favourable to the proposal made a presentmeDt 
chai'ging certain baronies or parts of baronies with interest at a stated rate on prea^ 
portions of the capital, either in perpetuity or for a fixed term of years, thediSir. 
becoming bound to make good the ascertained half yearly deficiency in the netrecelp 
to the amount of such interest. Such presentment has also to pirovide for the con- 
pletion and working of the undertaking at the cost of the district in the event of the 
promoters making default in so doing, and for its becoming vested in the Grand Jury 
if such default continued beyond a certain period; also for the representation of the 
district in xhe management and in the finance of the line, and it had to satisfy other 
conditions laid down in the first section of the Act. The promoter's having so fax 
succeeded, had next to submit to the Privy Council of Ireland a Draft Order in Couneii 
embodying the scheme, and if all was in order the case was considered by a Oomniittee 
of Council, promoters and opponents being heard by Counsel as before. If, however, 
there was any defect in these formalities the Privy Council had no power such as that 
possessed by the Standing Orders C-ommittces of Parliament to overlook or condone such 
defect. The Committee of the Privy Council were supplied with the Report of the Boa^ of 
Works on the estimated cost of the scheme, and after hearing the case might if lie 
Order were unopposed finally approve (with the consent of the Treasury) or reject it; 
but if it wei*e opposed and yet granted, confirmation by Parliament was necessary before 
it could take effect. This confirmation is given as was determined in the case of the 
Cork and Coachford Bill in 1886 by a public Bill. A deposit of five per cent, of the 
capital had to be made as in the case of a private Act of Parliament before the powers 
given by the Order could be put in force. The local guarantee runs from the date 0 
the payment^of each instalment of capital unless otherwise specially provided, but it is 
not until a line has been completed under this Act and opened for traffic that the 
dire^ pecuniaiy responsibility of the State begins. Section 9 of the Act autbonzes 
the Treasuiy to repay to the district one half the amount it has been required to pa.v 
^der the guarantee on account of any half year’s working, subject to the limitations 



(^•) ^be line is maintained in working order, and carries traffic ; 
i\ Ti? ^an 2 per cent, on the capital shall be so paid ; 

(3.) The liability of the State is limited to £40,000 per annum in all 
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The Act of 1833 made some few reksations in the then existing IVamway Law 
•Secti'in -3), it coiitemplatod (Section 1 (S), a singly company being responsible 
v,i*two or more lines or (Section 11.), a subscription by an existing railway company 
f*.i a scheme for a light railway or tramway. 

Tlie Royal Commission on Irish Public Works, of which Sir James Allport was 
rhairuian. repoi-ted in 1838 that apart from the question of the extent to Avhicli the 
.guarantee might require to be enforced, the results of the Act of 18S3 had not been 
iuch as bad been hoped and cxi>ected. 

They attributed tliis compaiutive failui’e ; — 

( 1 .) To the cumbrous and consequently expensive procedure under the Act ; 

(2.) To the forin^ which the guarantee t^kes in practice, no payment beino 
capable of being made for any half year till several months after its 
close, and the Government conti-ibution from its indirect character givin«- 
pj*actically no additional value to the stock ; 

(3.) To the gi-eat liabilities imposed upon the district, not only for interest, 
but for working expenses ; 

(4.) To the great responsibility thrown upon the Privy Council ; 

(5.) To the fact that no existing Railway Compiuiy could promote a line under 
the Act ; 

(C.) To the encoumgemeiit given by the Executive Government to the promo- 
tion of lines on the three feet gauge. 

The Commission also passed some general criticisms on the principles of the Act 
lused on the wniut of independent couti-ol throughout the proceedings, tire constitution 
ut’ the public bodies by whom the guarantees were given, and th(3 danger that such 
might become a means of investing money simply on the strength of the guarantee, 
ik' holders of the stock having no personal concern in the success or efficient working 
m{ the line, or oven in its proper' coiistx-uction, inasmuclr as the interest on their 
cajjital is in any case secured to them under the guarantee. 

The Royal Commission came to the conclusion (I) that railway extensions ctinnot be 
made without State assistance in the parts of Ireland hi most need of them; (2) that if 
such assistance wore given it should be given in tlic clearest and iiiost direct way 
consistent with the preservation of local lespnnsibiliLy and with the existence of some 
jiTovision for its ultimate discontinuance, and they, therefore, recommended that the 
Uoi'emmcnt should giant to the coustnictoi-s of any approved line 3 per cent, on the 
iiccessaiy capital, and that the district should guai'autcc in addition the equivalent of 
a rate of sixpence in the £1 on the annual rateable value, this local contribution being 
allotted in the first instance to meeting any excess of ivorking expeusc-s above tliu 
income of the line, and subject to this to the leduction of the payments by the Govevn- 
meut under the guarantee. 

As regards the gauge they recommended that wherever possible the gauge should be 
'he standard gauge and that the lines j»hoiild be “ Light Railways.” 

The Light Railways recommended were - 

(1.) From Downpatrick to Ardglass. 

(2.) From Letberkeuny ina Kiluiaa'enan, Crecsiough, and I.)unfanaghy to Cress 
Roads. 

(3.) From Stranorlar via Glenlios and Ardtua to Killybegs. 

(4.) From Balliua via Killala to Belmullet. 

(5.) From Galway to Oiifden via (Joghterard. 

(<}.) From Killorgliu to Valeutia. 

(7.) From Skibbereen to BaJtimore. 

(8.) From Kinsale Station to Kinsale Hai-bour. 

(9 & lO.) Short branches at Bantry and Dungarvan. 
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These recommendations ai-e in addition to lines wliicli have been, since the du*.. • 
tlie Report, constructed under other arrangements. 

I>i,tRuil- In the Session of 1889 the Government introduced the Light Railways (hx-in..;, 
ways Act, Bill, the object of-which was to give etl'ect to some of the recommendations o{ t ** 

1S89. Commission- 

It p]-ovided that tlie Lord Lieutenant in Council might from time to time deck', 
that it is desirable that Light Railways shoukl be constructed between ceitain 
for the development of iEisheries and other industries, but that owiugto theciWt 
stances of the district special assisUnce from the State is required for their constructio- 

The State assistance was to be derived (a) from the balance of the annuity of £40,00 
^Itaaco given by the Tramways and Public Companies Act, 1883; (b) from a capital sum 
under Act £600,000 to be provided by Parliament ; (c) from an additional annuity of £2,000 
of 1889. Owing to Pai-hameninry exigencies -^le Bill, as finally passed, was confined practicalk 
to tliese provisions and to the incorporation of the procedure of the Tramways Acti. 
and none of the desirable amendments in previous legislation were included. 

The Act was to apply only (a) where the promoters of the Light Railways are an 
Irish Railway Company having a railway open for traffic, or (6) where the promoters 
have made an agi’ecmcnt approved by the Treasury for the maintenance, managemeni, 
and working of the Light Railway by such Railway Company, or (c) where a baronial 
guarantee was given for the payment of dividends upon a portion of the capital 
pursuant to the provisions of the Act of 1883. The aid of the Treasury might take 
the form of a capital sum or of an annual payment or paitly one and partly the other, 
and the capital sum might be a free grant or a loan, or partly one and paitly the other. 
The adjustment of the two forms of aid, annual payment and capital sum, so as not to 
exceed the limits of the Treasury assistance aheady stated, was directed to be made on 
the basis of 3 per cent. 

SciediJed The Act received the Royal assent on 3Cth August, 1.889, and in the Duhlin Sfwffe 
liueB. of the 1st November, the following lines were scheduled : — 

1. Buncrana to Camdonagh ; 2. Letterkenny to Dunfanaghy and Gweedore;! 
Stranorlar to Gweedore ; 4. Stranorlar to Glenties ; 5. Donegal to Killybegs and Glen- 
ties ; 6. Bailina to Belmullet ; 7. Westport to Belmullet ; 8. Galway to Clifdet;8. 
Headford to Kenmarc; -10. Killorglin to Valentia; 11. Downpatrick to Ardgl«^8;li 
Skibbereen to Baltimore ; 13. Kinsale Piei' ; 14. Baufry to Bontry Pier. 

And in the Ihtblin Gazette of *24th December the following further lines were 
scheduled : — 

15. Letterkenny to Doochary Bridge, Glenties and Killybegs; 16. Cloremorris to 
Clifden. 

At the same time it was intimated that it mast be distinctly understood that the 
money voted by Parliament would not be sufficient to construct all the lines so scheduled, 
and that the choice of those selected would in paid; be determined by the character ol 
the arrangements which could be made with the promoters. 

In addition to matters to be reported on by the Board under the provisions of the 
Tramway Act of 1860, we were required under this new Act of 1889 to report upou 
(1) the propriety of the amount fixed as the nominal capital for the construction of the 
line, &c., and (2) the meiits of the proposed line in all points of view. 

Statements of all the lines proposed under the Act, with tlie names of the promoters, 
and the investigators who held the inquiries on our behalf, are contained in former 
Annual Reports and need not be here repeated, but it may be observed that in the first 
instance no existing Kailway Companies appeared to promote lines, except in the cose 
of the line from Donegal to Killybegs, tnat fi*om Downpatrick to Ardglass, and the 
short extension of the Bantry line to Bantry Bay. 

Result of As A result of the inquiries held early in 1890 we recommended to the Grand Julies 
xnqu.nrtfc (subject to the limits of the financial assishmee given by the State) the following hnj.

lathe )>rolonged and careful discussions •which subsequently took place during the 
aommer of that year both in London and Dublin between the Treasury, the Irish Govern- 
ment, and the Board of Works, the points chiefly emphasised were (1) the necessity 
of reducing as far as posv'iible or at any rate of defining the limits of the local liability ; 
i’2) the necessity of securing the construction and if possible the futui’e ■working and 
maintenance of the lines by existing Railway Companies in a strong financial position. 
The application of these principles to the above table would have excluded all the lines 
ficept the Bantry Bay Extension and the Ardglass line, as none of the principal Railway 
Companies of Ireland had come forward under the new Act to proceed with the schemes 
as approved by the Grand Juries, and -would have necessitated the construction of the 
lines either by Companies -with no capital, except that supplied by the State or by local 
gnarantees, or else directly by this Board ; and secondly the working and maintenance 
of the lines by those Companies under conditions of management and earning power 
j least likely to lead to success, and involving very serious financial liabilities under the 
I guarantee given by the localities not only for interest on the guaranteed capital but for 
ay deficit in working expenses. 

The Government -therefore decided as far as possible to deal directly with existing 
Railway Companies, and a beginning was made "with the Midland Great Western Rail- 
Company in connection -with the Galway and Clifden line. 

After prolonged discussion it was arranged that the Company should enter into an 

^ •'^nient for -the construction, working, and maintenance of the line from Galway to 
en, and of the first portion, from Bdlina to Killala, of the North Mayo line in 
wsaideration respectively of the payment by the Government of capital sums of 
1264,600 and X44,000. 

At the same time the Company undertook not to ask the localities for a guarantee 
on any capital in respect of these lines. This undertaking has the advantage to the 
bhmpany of dispensing with local directors and audit of accounts, and to the localities 
of removing any liability for working e.xpenses. 

__ After the mam features of this arraugement had been agreed to, as it was clear that 
®esh presentments would be required, and as it was desirable, in view of the possible 
J<6ceaaity of pro-viding relief works to meet distress in case of the failure of the potato

Section 5 of the Act also authorizes the construction of a railway other than a liol: 
railway under any agreement made by the Treasury under section 4 of the Act' 
1889. 

The Railway Act received the Royal Assent on the 18th August, 1890, and shortlv 
afterwards the then Financial Secretary to the Treasui-y same over to Dublin ac’i 
entered upon personal negotiations as regards the other lmes._ 

The terms of the agreement were settled for the construction of the Skibbereen aai 
Baltimoi*e line, and its hitm’c working and maintenance by tlie Cork, Bandon, and Sonti 
Coast Railway Company, the free grant amounting to £56,700.

The same Company also entered into an agreement for the construction, working, and 
maintenance of short extension from the existing station at Bantry to the 
side, in consideration of a free grant of £15,000. 

An arrangement was made with the Midland Great Western Company for tht 
construction, working, and maintenance of a Railway from Westport to MaUaranuT. 
on terms similar to those of the Galway to Clifden, and Ballina to Killala agreement, 
except that in consequence of the greater difficulty of the line, the mileage rate of th: 
Treasury contribution was largely increased. 

In the ease of the Kerry hneS, while the Great Southern and Western Eailw 
Company had expressed a willingness to work the line from Headford to Kenmare 02 
not un&vourable terms, they were unwilling to work the Killorglin to Caherciveen liai 
without a local guarantee. 

In the end, however, the Company agreed to take over the construction, workii^. 
and maintenance of both lines in consideration of a fi'ee grant of £50,000, and a 
guarantee under the Act of 1883 at 4 per cent, on a capital of £60,000 in the cased' 
the Kenmare line, and a free grant of £85,000 and a similar guarantee on £70,liMn: 
the case of the Cahereiveen line. 

In the negotiations with this Company some amendments in the law were fonndi'* 
be desirable, and, accordingly, in the autumn Session of 1890, the Transfer of Bailwau

pany to which the transfer nught be made was authorized to issue baronial ^arantetd 
shares, and themselves to guarantee punctual payment of dividends, or, in heu of such 
shares, to create and issue debenture stock equal in amount to the guaranteed stoA 



the_ Company being regarded as the holder of the guaranteed atoclc unissued 
entitled to receive the dividends thereon. 



Section 17 of the same Act gave power to the promoters of any light railway with

The case of the South Donegal Railways presented the greatest difficulties.

The West Donegal Oompai^ were granted a loan of £50,000 by the ° 
Works, on condition that the Company provided an equal amount. This condition no 
being fulfilled the issues of the Government loan were stopped at £40,000, so 
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eonslmction of the line ceased at a point known as Dniminin, in a field four miles from 
fione^yl. lo consideration of this shortening of the line the minimum payment by the 
Valley Company was reduced to £2,000 till the line should be completed, but tho 
elfect of the nou-completion of tho Hue was such that the earnings were never sufficient 
to produce £2,000 per annum after deducting the working percentage of the Finn 
Valler Company, and that Company had therefore to make up the deficit from the 
^^Dgs of its own line and not only ceased to be a dividend paying concern but 
jccumulated conmderable aiTeai's. At the same time the iueouvenience to the public 
iras excessive, and finally, in 1886, a separate Company {-with a guaranteed five per cent, 
capital of £19,000), under the Act of 1833, obtained an Order in Council for building 
the remaining four miles to Donegal. In relief of the guarantee, £400 was hypoth- 
ecited of the £2,500 minimum payment by the Finn Valley Company. 

There were thus in existence (1) a broad-gauge Hue worked by the owning Company 
nth its own waggons and carriages, but with engines hired horn and run by the Great 
Xixthern Railway ; (2) a narrow-gauge line, provided with rolling stock; and (3) a 
laiTow-gaugc line without rolling stock, both of which were worked by the broad-gauge 
Company. It should be added that the terminal station at Donegal was built under a 
itpurate airangement, and was merely rented. 

under such circumstances it was obviously impossible to secure such substantial 
saenrity lor the working and maintenance of the lines mth freedom to the locality for 
my liability for working expenses, as had been aimed at and attained in Mayo, Galway, 
ad Kerry. 

i fuithor element of difficulty was introduced by ^he fact that one of the proposed 
lines {to Killybegs) was an extension of a uaiTow-gauge line and must be built of the 
same gauge. 

An agreement for the construction, working, and maintenance of this line was there KUlybegs 
f<« made with the West Donegal Company which held the presentment of the Grand 
Jury for a guarantee on a capital of £1 ,000, carrying with it the liability of the guaran- 
teeieg ai'ea for any deficit on working expense. 

Itremained to deal with the Glenties line for the construction of which the Chief 



Secretary had given a promise during his visit to Donegal in tho autumn of 1890. 



la view of the weak financial position of the Finn Vafley Company negotiations were 
'jpened with the Great Northern Railway Company for the construction, &c., of the 
line, but that Company was unable to come to terms with the Finn Valley Company 
for the acquisition of its line, on a working agi’eament, which it regarded as an indis- 
pensable prel imin ary, and the negotiations therefore fell through. 

The only alternative was to make an agreement with the Finn Valley Company, and 
to obtain at the same time such a re-arrangement of the Donegal B^way system as 
would afford the best guarantee for its future success. 

With this object aB the Companies concerned agreed to amalgamate, and it was Amalgam- 
dedded to alter the F inn Valley line from broad to narrow gauge. This at first sight a-tioa oE 
retrograde step was justified by the fact that it would enable the same engines and 
rolling stock to be used over the whole system from Killybegs and Glenties to Strabane, Companies, 
and Would not only save the expense and delays due to the break of gauge at Stran- 
wlar, in addition to the necessary change at Strabane, but would get rid of the airange- 
nient for the hire of engines from the Gi’eat Northern Railway. 

It was felt, however, that such a change should not be effected until every attempt 
l*d been exhausted to maintain the existing gauge to Stranorlar with a broad gauge 
ctemion to Glenties. 

Accordingly a further meeting took place at the Treasury, between the represen- 
tatives of the Great Northern Railway tod the Donegal Com^nies, in the summer of 
1891, and terms were agreed to for the working of the Finn Valley Line by the 
Great Northern Railway witli a view to the construction and working of the Glenties 
line by the latter Company. 

The arrangement, however, failed to obtain the approval of the proprietors of one of 
tbe lines concerned, and therefore fell thiough. , 

There was accordingly no alteniative left but to constmet the Glenties hue as a narrow 
gauge line, as part of an amalgamated naiTow gauge system for Southern Donegal, 

The amalgamation of the Companies concerned was effected by an Act m 1892, under 
the style of the Donegal Railway Company, and by a further Act of 1893, the amalga- 
uiated Company obtained powers to build a separate station at Strabane with the 

’’®^,8sary approach line. . ■ • ^ i r /. 

These woi^s to wdiich your Lordships have given the assistance ot a man oi £13,000 
ore now approaching completion. The Killybegs line was opened in Aug'ust of^l893 v 
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it is hoiked tlmt the Glenties line will be completed and opened before the autumn. i 
1894, Hod that by that time the whole narrow gauge system of 72 miles will be b 
full working order. 

That this result was not i-eached without immense trouble to every one coocernei 
will be apparent from the above statement, from which it will be seen that nearly 
possible complication due to working aiTangements, financial difiBculties, legal oblicr^ 
tions, cand local and in some cases even personal feelings had to be reduced to order, £i‘. 
the final result will, we believe, justify all the trouble that preceded it, by the benefit,’ 
that it will confer on the districts thi-ough which the old and new lines run, and on ih 
Companie-s themselves. 

In the case of the Westport Mallaranny line the fixing of the terminus at ilalh 
ranny had been due ^mi tly to the limitations of the Parlioraentaiy grant and partly to th 
uncertainty as to the direction of future extensions. 

In the Autumn of 1890, however, the Cliief Secretary, in view of the then approaching 
distress, decided that the line should be extended to Achill Sound, primaiily as a relid 
work, and the Midland Great Western Railway Company intimatecl their willingness Ui 
work the line when completed. 

The negotiations with the Company have been somewhat protracted, turning as they 
did on engineering and other details, on which, -while there was great diversity of (ranion, 
there was no means of obtaining an authoritative decision by a third party. We are 
glad, however, to be able to report that a settlement has been anuved at, and that a 
contract has been let and Is now rapidly being executed for the coinpletion of the line 
in accordance with the terms agreed upon with the Compaq. 

The last line tliat we have to mention is that fi'om Qaremoiris via Swinford tu 
Collooney. 

The works -were first commenced as relief works. Subsequently presentments were 
obtained from the Grand Jury of the County of Mayo for a guarantee under the Actd 
1883 at four per cent, on a capital of £40,000, in respect of the Claromorris and Swinfoid 
poi*tion, and from the Grand Jmy of Shgo for a similar guaiantee on a capital of 
£80,000 for the Swinford Collooney portion. The remainder of the cost was made up 
by a free grant, and an agreement was made -with the Waterford and Limerick Railway 
Company for the construction, working, and maintenance of the line. 

This line in combination with the recent extension of the Atheniy and Tuamliwto 
Claremorris, will provide direct through communication from Limerick and the Kaih, 
to Sligo, and via the Sligo, Leitrim, and Northern Counties Railway to EnniskilleDaii 
the North. Tliere are no difficulties of construction, and the line sliould be openeduii 
working before the end of 1S95. 

The assistance given by the State to the lines above enumerated, involved an cxces 
over the sums authorized by Parliament, and necessitated an. extension by the Light 
Railways Act of 1893, of the annuities previously authorized by £5,000. It had 1^® 
pro-vided by the Public Accounts and Charges Act, 1891, that the permanent annuities 
under the Act of 1889 might be capitalized, and the equivalent sum borrowed fi’otn the 
National Debt Commissioners to be repaid by temporary annuities. This policy hsB 
been carried out, and the sums borrowea from time to time for the railway service from 
the Commissioners have been converted into annuities with a currency of 10 years. 

Taken together the state assistance authorized by the Acts of 1888, 1889, and 1891, 
represents an annuity of £65,000. 

Of this amount £25,682 is hypothecated to the payment of the Treasury contributiou 
of 2 per cent, on the lines constnicted under the Act of 1883 solely, the guaranteed 

capital of which amounts to £1,284,112. 

A further sum of £5,040 is required for a similar contribution on a total capital of 
£252,000, guaranteed under the Act of 1883 for the lines constructed under the Act of 
^89, viz,, Killybegs, £1,000, Glenties, £],000, Collooney-Claremorris, £120,000, 
Kenmare, £60,000, Caherciveen, £70,000. 

The balance of £34,278 capitalised at 3 per ceu-t. will be sufficient to cover thefre* 
grants made under the Acts of 1889, and leave a small margin for preliminary expenses 
incurred by this Department and contingencies. 

Those of the agreements under the Act of 1889 that were completed before Orders m 
Gouncil, January, 1891, and the relevant are included in House of Commons paper, Wo. 
7 of 1891. Those since concluded have Tnutatis mutandis followed on the sacoe 
general lines. 

1883, 295^ miles of railway have been constructed, of which cfflly 
0U5 miles are on the standard gauges 
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The extensions uader the Act of 1889 amount to 236| miles, of which only 43i miles 
are on the three feet gauge. 

Of the 1883 lines only three are worked by established Railway Companies that were 
in existence before the passing of the Act, the remainder are worked either by the 
promoting Companies or by other Companies established under the Act or by committees 
of Grand Jmles. In all there is a liability not only for the guaranteed interest but for 
iny deficit on working expenses. For all the 1889 lines, arrangements for workimy and 
fflwntenance have been made with existing Companies, and in the majority of cases 
Older such conditions that no liability for working expenses can accrue to the locality 
while the amount of capital on which interest is guaranteed is, relatively, a small pro-’ 
portion of the total cost of the lines. The freedom from liability for working expenses 
Urobably the point on which the 1889 lines bear the moat favourable eoraparisou with 
those of 1883. •

This division of our duties comprises a variety of services placed under our control 
or management in pursuance of several Acts of PailLamont. Though numerous, some 
of them are of only casual occun’cnce, and therefore do not form the subject of any 
special remarks. 

Those on which reports follow include Aiierial Drainage works, where, except in Arterial 
the matter of occasions maintenance, oui* functions, in addition to making loan advances, D ra i na ge, 
are confined to advice to Drainage Trustees and Boards, to making final awards for com- 

C ted works, distributing the proper proportion of charges among the proprietors of 
d in each district, ana subsequently apportioning the charge on any lands sub-divided, 
and, when called upon to do so, increasing the rents of tenants in respect of ascertained 
improvements. 

We are charged with a variety of duties in connexion with fishery piers and harbours 
which have been constructed by Government ^ants and by contributions from counties, 

4nd persons locally interested in these works. This duty is not confined to new works, but 
extends to the very numerous piers which have been constructed from time to time by 
Government aid since the year 1820, and which, although vested in counties, frequently 
require the direct interference of Government, either in the matter of repairs or otherwise. 

The administration of the Shannon and other navigations in Ireland, whether Naviga- 
maintained from their own funds, as in the case of the Shannon, or partly by votes^of tioos. 
Parliament, involves considerable care and attention. 

The whole assets of the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund and of the Sea Coast and ^^^*7 
Fisheries Fund have been handed over in accordance with the Purchase of Land (L*eland) 

•A-ct, 1891, to the Congested Districts Board, with the exception of £20,000 of the 
latter Fund, which remains in our charge, and is available for Fishery Loans in all the 
oon-congested portions of maritime counties of Ireland. 

Another important branch is the care and preservation of 137 National ecclesiaatieal National 
stanctures which have been vested in us from time to time, and are maintained out of mouumentt 
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the balance and income of a grant of £50,000 allocated for the pu^ose from the Iri«k 
Church Fund in pursuance of the Irish Church Act, 1869. Particulars of theToib 
undertaken during the year under this head will be found in Appendix (H). 

Certain duties in connexion with the Grand Jury system of Ireland still devolve oa 
us, the principd of which are the occasional repair of Post Roads, the examination rf 
County SurveyoiV Assistants, the building of bridges between counties, and othtt 
miscellaneous duties. 

We are also charged with certain duties in connexion with Limited Ownen' 
Residences, Jirbifrations under the Railway Acts, and in aiding the Local Governma 
Board with certain financial duties connected with the Public Health Act, Emigratic; 
Seed Supply, &e. 

Limatic The Commissioners for the General Control and Correspondence, and for Superintend. 
Aiylums. ingand Directing the Erection, Establishment, and Regulation of the Asylums forLinatie 

Poor comprise the Chainnan of this Boai’d associated with the Inspectors of Lunacy and 
other gentlemen, and the duties have been canied on as if forming part of the r^nW 
duties of this department. 

The Board, acting under the powers conferred on them by the 45th, 46th, and 47ili 
sections of the Act I & 2 Wm. IV., c. 33, and by deeds of mortgage, have entered into 
possession of the Letterkenny and Southern Railways, and exercise control over the 
revenues of Galway Harbour. 

The Annual Accounts in these matters are included under the head of Miscellaneons 
Services, as detailed in the Appendix (D 7), pages 62-65. 

Baiivfty During the year wc have been called upon to frame a Schedule of Tolls, &t, and 
and Canal classification of goods for the Shannon Navigation under the Railway and Canal Traffic 
I^cAct, 1888. As the necessary steps under that Act have not yet been completed, vc 
1888. defer our complete report upon the matter to our next Annual Report.

ADVANCES. REPAYMENTS. AND ARREARS. 

The earliest mention of Public Works Loans to be found in the Abstract submitted Advaacea, 
ty the Board is in connection with the Statute 57 Geo. III., c. 34, passed in 1817. 

Ihe total of all loan advances from that date to 31st March, 1894 (with certain loans “ 
made under special Acts before 1817), is £39,922,334. 

The classified abstract in Appendix (C), pages 42-46, shows how this amount has been 
1 disposed of, by repayments, remissions, dances outstanding, Ac.

This outstanding balance is represented in the books of the Office bv 25,682 open 
accounts. The loans are generally in course of repayment by half-yearly instalments. 

The advances to borrowers in the year 1893-94 out of moneys advanced by the 
National Debt Commissioners were £417,251, as against £460,648 in 1892—93, and 
i438,878 in 1891-92. 

The amounts received in the year were £440,479, in repayment of principal, and 
*266,765 in respect of interest, making together £707,244. Of the latter amount, 

X649,871 was paid to the National Debt Commissioners, and £57,874 to the Irish Land 
wHunisBion in discharge of nrincinal and interest of loans made out of the Irish 
Church Fund. s f

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The amount outstanding of the loans to the Dublin South City Markets Compaj^^ 
has been very largely reduced. 

The Company were incorporated by their Act of 1876, with a share capital rt 
A200.000 and a loan of capital of £50,000 for the establishment of a market, and ir 
1879,* by the Dublin South City Market Amendment Act ol‘ that year they 
farther powers for improving their market undertaking, and for that purpose^ weft 
.authorised to acquire additional lands, and raise additional capittd. By the same Ac 
the undertaking of the Company was for the purposes of bon-owing, divided into w 

g jrtions — one called “the market,” and the other "the residue of Ihe undertaM^- 
y a further Act obtained in the yeai* 1883 the provisions of the Act of I879 
raising additional capital were amended, and the Company were authorized to borro? 
an additional sum of £25,000 upon the security of the net revenues of the market, a^i 
another sum of £75,000 upon the security of the net revenues of the market or anv 
property comprised in the residue of the undertaking, including therewith if thcmglit 
fit as additional security the net revenues of the market applicable to dividend ot 
ordinary or preference capital. 

On the security of the undertaking, the Company borrowed from this Board in igs: 
£50,000, and in 1884 a further sum of £25,000, of which, on the 26th June, 1893, thwi 
remained due £46,992 16s. 9d. In 3884, on the security of “ the residue” and of tk 
net revenues of the market they boiTOwed a sum of £25,000, and in 1886 a fnrtbe: 
sum of £20,000, in 1888 a further sum of £10,000, and in 1889 a further sum of 
£10,000, making in all £65,000 out of which on the same date there remained 
£59,934 4s. id. still due. 

The Company considered that it would facilitate the repayment of the monies OTring 
to the Boai’d and improve the position of the debenture holders and the undertakiiig 
generally if they were allowed, without increase of borrowing powers (I) to consolidaie 
the several securities existing in respect of the advances made by this Board, atd 
make them a charge upon- the whole undertaking, and (2) to issue consolidattd 
debenture stock, to be applied — 1st, in exchange for or replacement of existing 
debenture stock ; 2nd, for the purpose of providing funds for the repayment to th 
Board of their loan, or for the purpose of providing funds for the general purposesof 
the Company, the total amount including the outstanding anrouuts from time to fc 
remaining owing on the existing loans not to exceed £150, OuO. 

A BUi for the purpose of carrying out these objects was accordingly with yourLcni- 
ships’ consent given on the advice of this Board introduced into Parhament, and recard 
the Eoyal Assent on. the 26th June, 1893. 

We are glad to be able to report that out of the proceeds of the Debenture ^ 
issued under the Act, which now stands at a substantial premium, we have alreuj 
received payments amounting to £30,000.

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It TvUl be observed that taken as a whole the arrears have increased by nearly 
£13,613 as compai'ed with a decrease in 1892-3 of £3,096 over the arrears as they 
stood on the 3 1st March, 1892. 

In order, however, to arrive at the real increase, it is necessary to take into account 
the an’ears included in the amount written off from the Local Loans Fund by the 
Public Works Loans Act of 1893. That amount was £42,174, made up of principal 
arrears of .£18,87.’) and principal not yet due of £23,299. The interest aiTears connected 
vith the amount ^vritten off are not specially mentioned in the Act, but they amounted 
to £18,040. The total arrears therefore on the 31st March, 1694, would, but for the 
.)peration of the Public Works Loans Act, 1893, have stood at £598,802. 

The increase of arrears under the heading — “Public Works Loans generally” by Pnblic 
£2,999, is due to the re-inclusion in the arrears of some principal repayments due in Works 
respect of Corrickfergus Harbour, with which the Town Commissioners who guaranteed Loans, 
the loan are about to take powers to deal, and to arrear.s of principal on the earlier 
Newry Navigation loans which cannot for the present be avoided The interest, 
however', continues to be punctually paid, and we have received an instalment of 
principal on the last Newry loan. 

There is a small further reduction of £27 on Public Health Loans, continuing the 
satisfactory tendency of previous year-s. 

On Railways there is apparently only an increase of £5,471, but to this must be Railway 
jdded the large write-off made in the Loans Act, 1893, in the ease of the Waterford and Loans. 
Wexford Railway between Wexford and Rosslare, in connection with the agreement 
by which the Harbour’ and Railway are to be taken over by a new Company. 

The tact that the Company has to expend a considerable sum on their acouisition Roislaw 
implies a confidence on their )>art which encourages the hope that substantial public Harbour, 
advantage may yet result from the large expenditure in connection with Rosslare 
Harbour. 

As regards the other Railway loans we can only repeat from our report last year 
that the revenue returns do not show much sign of miprovemcnt, ana while special 
expenditure in some cases is still necessary in order to put the lines into a satisfactory 
condition, the cost of working owing to the requirements of the Board of Trade and 
the public demands for increased facilities and accommodation has a constant tendency 
to rise. We fear, therefore, that for some year.=i the arrears of both principal and 
interest cannot be expected to show any decrease. 

During the year we invited, by youi’ Lordships’ direction, offers for the purchase of SUgo, 
the Sligo, Leitrim, and Northern Counties Railway on which we hold a mortgage for 
nearly £100,000, in addition to large arrears of interest. ^Uwar 

The matter has given rise to considerable difference of opinion in the district im- 
mediately affected, and in tl\e rival ports of Belfast and liondonderry which compete 
with Sligo. The offers received were submitted to your Lordships, and the matter is 
still under consideration. 

In the case of Land Charges payable by owners, there is a gratifying apparent decrease Land 
of £3, 301, or an actual decrease of £1,647 after allowing for the operation of the Loans Loana 
Act, 1893. 

A similar allowance however in the case of Ijand Charges payable by occupiers, converts 
the apparent decrease of £27 into an actual increase of £573. An unsatisfactory feature 
in this case is the tendency for arrears to increase in particular districts. 

The aiTears due under the Seed Supply Act, 1880, remain as before at £12,057. 

Under the s imil ar Act of 1890, the fact that the second instalment foil due during Loana 
the year, has caused an increase of the arrears by £8,498. We are glad, however, to be 
able to state that at the date at which we write the total arrears under the Act of 1890 
have been reduced to £3,125. 

This result is mainly due to the advice and assistance given to us by the Local 
Government Board in consequence of which we have been able to adjust our demands 
to the necessities and resources of the Unions concerned, and we have pleasure in calling 
your Lordships’ attention to the service thus rendered. 

By the Public Works Loans Act, IS92, sec. 6, it is provided that unless payment be PubUc 
nuuic within thirty-one days of the date on which it is due, of any sum payable in res- Works 
pect of principal and interest under any loan created, or any rentcharge granted after 

passing of the Act, there shall be paid to us one shilling in the pound on the sum 
due as receiver's fee thereon, to be charged, payable, and recoverable in the same 
“iknner as the said sum. 

Specific notice of this important clause is given to all new borrowers, and it can 
scarcely fail to have a considerable effect in encouraging promptitude of payment. 
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During the year 1893-4 the foUowing Acts were passed affecting the Loan; 
Services. j . i j « 

By the Act 56 & 57 Vic., cap. 33, we were empowered to lend for the housing of tbt 
working classes to Town Commissioners who were not Urban Sanitary Authorities, aw 
by the same Act some uncertainty was removed as to our lending power for the aiu* 
purpose in other cases. 

Xunntio Attention has, in recent years, been called to the deficiency in the accommodation i&j 
Asylum insuficient provision even of necessary appliances for the lunatic poor in asylums in 

Ireland, as compared with the number of patients requirinff to be dealt wit^ and j 
consequence a large mcreaso of expenditure on asylums oecame necessary. 

Loans for this purpose were formerly granted under the Public Works Loans Ae 
1877, and bore interest at 3^ per cent., being payable by an annuity for a terms' 
fourteen years. 

The Public Works Loans (No. 3), Act, 1893, authorized us to lend money for lunaiit 
asylums for such a period, not exceeding fifty years, as your Lordships mi^t direct, « 
the rate of 31 per cent., or such other rate as may in the judgment of the Treasury bt 
necessary in order to enable the loan to be made without loss to the Eichequerj 
provided that in determining the time for the repayment of the loan, regard shall be 
had to the probable duration and continuing utility of the works in respect of which 
the loan is required. 

This section applies also to loans for the purpose of lunatic asylums which have n« 
at the passing of the Act come into course of repayment, although made in whole oris 
part before the passing of the Act. 

Your Lordships under the powers given by this section have been pleased to 
make the following rules in respect of the manner and period of repayment of, and rate 
of interest on, advances made by way of loan for the erection, extension, and 
enlargement of Lunatic Asylums : — 



1. (a.) Loans, for permanent works and buildings, or for the acquisition of 
land, or for any easement in connection therewith, Ac. : — 

Bate of loterest 

If repaid within a period of 35 years, . . Sjf per cent, per annum. 

If repaid within » period of 50 years, . . 3| per cent, per annum. 

(J.) Loans, for furniture, fittings, Ac. : — 

Rato of Interort. 

Maximum period for repayment, 20 years, . . 31 per cent, par annum. 

2. Each advance made in respect of a loan shall be repayable bv eq«! 
half-yearly instalments of principal, interest being charged on the balance d 
principal from time to time outstanding, and the first instalment in repayment 
of each advance shall be presented for at the presenting term or Assize 
immediately following the date of the certificate made by the Commissioners d 
Public Works ic Ireland in pursuance of the Public Works Loans Act, 1877, 
and the Public Worl^ Loans (No. 3) Act, 1893, as to the amount of such 
advance. 



It will be observed that by these rules for all loans made under the Act of 1893, s 
system of repayment by equal instalments of principal is substituted for the systo 
previously in force, by which both interest and repayment of principal were coverw 
by an annuity fixed for a term of years, and with the view of giving effect to the rales 
it wUl he necessary for the Board to seeka Presentment at each Assizes — during the 
term of loan — for the instalment of principal and interest which shall have accrued m 
the half year preceding such Assizes. 

The new terms have already been applied to lomis amounting to £290,000. 

Denial As we have already noticed, a loan of £13,000, to the Donegal Bailway Comp*®!' 
RftilwayCJo. has been sanctioned for the works authorized by the Company’s Act of 1893, andth® 
hulk of it has already been issued. 

A loan of £3,000 has been granted to the Commissioners of Westport Harbour for 
the improvement of the harbour, and the works arc in progress. 

^nd Of the two classes into which loans for Land Improvement are divided, ie, (l) 

to persona having estates which constitute them owners under 10 Vic., c. 32; (2) uians 
to (xwupiers under section 31 of the Land Act — the former shows an increase, thelatter 
a decrease in the number of applications. The increase in the former and, to some 
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extent, the decrease in the latter, are accounted for by the fact that tenant purchasers 
^ho, in their former capacity of tenants, -would have applied under the 31st section of 
the Land Act, are dealt with under 10 Vic., c. 82, on applications for loans after purchase. 
Details with reference to these services -will be found on pages 36-40. 

The purposes for which applications for loans are made are chiefly field works, farm 
bouses, farm buildings, including iron hay bams. Probably one-fifth of the applications 
are for field works, most frequently through drainage. There appears to be an increasing 
desire to improve the farm houses. Though expenditure on this class of works is not 
finaneiallj’ so profitable to the actual occupant as that on field works, farm offices, or 
hay barns, it adds to the value of the holding on sale, and affects a great improvement 
in comfort, health, and convenience, the desire for which is in itself an indication of a 
higher standard of living. 

On the whole, the evidence of our Inspectors goes to show that the tenant purchasers 
who have also the option of borrowing under the Land Improvement Acts, exhibit 
a greater desire to improve their holdings and are more judicious in iheir proposals 
of expenditure than the tenant occupiers. The tendency in nearly all applications 
is to reduce the amount of the loan as closely as possible to the sum required for cash 
expenditure on labour and materials, with the result that the total value of the works 
executed is in many cases larger than the amount of the loan. 

As your Lordships have been already informed, we instructed our Inspectors towai-ds 
the close of the year underreport to take advantage on their journeys of opportunities 
to inspect works executed on holdings in previous years, with a view to seeing whether 
the borrowers have observed their covenant in the deed of charge to maintain the 
works in proper repair. Speaking generally, it may be said that the state of the works 
has been found to be fairly good, but in the case of field works, especially drainage, 
numerous cases have been found where borrowers were depriving themselves of the 
benefit of works for which they must for many years continue to pay an annual charge, 
by neglect to keep them in working order. 

In such cases a reminder is sent to the borrowers of the obligation to maintain with 
a statement of the wor^ requiring to be done. The Board believe that there is, generally 
speaking, a disposition on the part of borrowers to act on the requisitions thus conveyed. 
In cases of persistent neglect to do so, the Board, with a view to the protection of the 
security for the loan, will be prepared to enforce the obligation to maintain, if necessary 
by legal proceedings. 

The system of maintenance inspection is new, but it is believed that R -will be 
effective, and contribute much to the prosperity of borrowers and the security of the 
Board’s advances.

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APPENDIX (A). 

Details op Voted Services. 

PDBLIC BUILDINGS. 

Royal Eo^tal, Dvblw.—T\xe Great Hall has been re-floored with oak parquetry. 
The firemaiDS have been extended and a number of new hydrants fixed. The sewerage 
of the Adjutant General’s Office has been renewed. A fire occurred in the Master’s 
Stables believed to have been due to the carelessness of servants, which caused a 
considerable amount of damage, and the necessary renewals have been carried out. 

Coast G^a^d Buildings .— new buildings forming the Coast Guard Station at 
Portrush have been completed and occupied, and contracts have been signed for the erec- 
tion of new Stations at Bunowen and waterville. 

A new Station, including a residence for the Divisional Officer, has been commenced at 
Bunbecr, County Donegal, and four new Signal Stations have been completed. 

The*took-out Tower and Signal Station at Loop Head is nearly finished ; a new wash- 
house at Balbriggan and a new slip way at Roche’s Point Coast Guard Stations have 
been built. 

Royal Naval Reserve Stations . — A new Firing Battery and Drill Shed have been com- 
pleted at Galway, and tenders have been invit^ for a similar Battery and Drill Shed at 
lArne, which will be commenced early in the present financial year. 

Ordnance Survey Office . — The second and third sections of the new Map Store have 
been completed and the fittings are in course of erection. 

A well has been sunk to a depth of about sixty feet in the Phoenix Park at some 
distance from the buildings, and a plentiful supply of pure water for dietetic purposes 
obtained. The well is steiued in enamelled brick covered with concrete, and provided 
with manholes for access, and a steam pump, suction, delivery, and storage taims, have 
been erected for the distribution of the water. The new quarters for the Warrant 
Officer attached to the Baiwack are well advanced and will soon be completed. New 
heating boilers have been supplied to the old Map Stores, etc. 

State Residences . — The Supper Room in the State Apartments, Dublin Castle, has been 
completely re-decorated. The Conseiwatory at the Chief Secretary’s Lodge has been 
refitted with hot water pipes, and several improvements have been carried out at the 
Under Secretary’s Lodge. 

Chief Secvetarfs and Prisons Board Offices . — The re-construction necessitated by the 
defects in the ola building adjoining the City Hall have been carried out. 

General Register Office . — The designs for the new strong room have been completed 
and tenders invited. The construction is of steel, brick, and concrete throughout. 

Record Buildings . — Further poi-tious of the Record Treasury and the basement have 
been fitted up with iron shelving for the accommodation of records, deeds, etc., etc. 

Registry oj Deeds Office . — The large ivorks of re-construction at this Office are now 
completed and have afforded unqu^fied satisfaction to the Registrar and the legal 
profession, who, heretofore, were hampered in the discharge of business by the want 
of proper accommodation and general unsuitability of the old Offices. In the Public 
and Official Search Rooms a fireproof construction of rivetted steel work, terra-cotta 
tubes, and breeze concrete has been carried out. 

Regi^ration of Titles Office . — The commodious new Offices of the Chief Registrar, at 
Heurietta-street, ai-e completed and in occupation. 

The necessary supplies of office furniture have been provided for the various local 
registries. 

Dublin Metropolitan Police Buildings . — A site has been approved for the proposed 
new Bapack for the nei^bourhood of the Phoenix Park at Chapelizod, adjoining both 
the Main-street and the Pheenix Pai’k, and when the lease is completed the buildii^ 
will be commenced. Several minor works of sanitation were carried out at the Dublin 
Barracks and Stations. 

Dundrum Centred Ci'iniinal Lunatic The general works of internal 

alterations and additions, as w'ell as the new stores and workshops, have made satisfactory 
progress. The Asylum, though designed and erected many years ago, will soon be 
comparable as regards facilities for efficient administration with some of the beet 
modern examples, especially in regard to the receipt and issue of stores and night 
inspection. 

Saence and Art BuUdings.^ThQ Natural History Museum has hitherto been heated 
by hot water pipes in connection with saddle boilers. The latter have been removed 
and the same circulation effected by steam injection from the steam boilers in the 
b^ement of the Art Museum. The heating arrangements of the School of Art have 
also been improved. 
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The new Science and Art Offices have been completed and are now in occupation, 
and arrangements are bein^ made for the erection of the new Dublin Society Theatre. 
At the Botanic Gardens, Glasnevin, new fire appliances have been supplied and some 
new propagating pits built. 

Royal Irish Constabulary Buildings. — The new Central Barracks at Belfast, which 
jirovide accommodation for 100 constables and five families of head constables and 
sergeants, as well as those at Roden-street and Leopold-street, have been completed 
and occupied. The new works at Goresbridge, Donegall Pass, Belfast, and Youghal 
Barracks have been completed. At the Depot in the Pheenix Park some new latrines 
have been constructed and a small addition made to the Surgeon’s Quarters. 

Queens Colleges. — The roof of the Pathological Museum at the Queen’s College, 
('ork, has been reconstructed, and the new Chemical Laboratory at the Queen’s 
College, Belfast, has been heated by hot water apparatus and the new fittings put in 
hands. 

Royal University. — The usual works of maintenance have been carried out, and a 
contract entered into for fittings for the Physical Ivaboratory. 

National Education Buildxngs. — The various district and minor Model Schools and 
the National Schools throughout Ireland vested in the Commissioners of National Educa- 
tion have been maiutained in an efficient state of repair. 

Postal and Telegraph Buildings. — The new District Offices at James’s Street and 
PhibsboTough have been completed. 

The new Parcels Post Dep6t at Amiens Street has been completed, with the 
exception of the fittings, furniture, and electric lighting. The works were greatly 
delayed by the financial difficulties of the building contractor, ending in a composition 
with his creditors, in consequence of which the Board were obliged to determine his 
contract, measure the unexecuted work, and call for tenders for completion. 

The work of extension at the Accountant’s Department, Upper Sackville Street, 
has also been executed to the same extent. 

New Post Offices and Post Masters’ Residences have been erected and occupied 
at Lisburn and Tipperary, and similar works are in progress at Wexford. At 
Drogheda a large building has been altered and improved for a similar purpose. The 
fittings and furniture of the new Post Office at Longfoi'd and the internal alterations 
at Limerick Post Office have been completed. 

The Cork Telegraph Stores have been altered and rebuilt, and a number of linesmen’s 
huts have been erected tluoughout the country for the aceommod ation of the men 
engaged on the telegraph ■work of the new Railway Block System. 

Inland Revenue Buildings. — Extensive alterations and additions have been carried 
out at the Custom House at Galway. A third storey to give accommodation for the 
Surveyor of Taxes has been added, and the first floor has been fitted up for the Collector 
of Inland Revenue and his Staff. The premises are now occupied by the Inland Revenue 
Staff. 

The alterations and improvements at the old Athenseuui at Kilkenny in order to 
form offices for this Department have been completed, and some further impi*ovemente 
have been made in the Dublin Offices. Works have also been, earned out at the 
Bonded Stores at Newry. 

Public Gakdexs, &c. 

The Pheenix Park and St. SiephtTCs-Green, Park. Dvhlin, and the Curragh of Kildare . — 
Theusual worksof maintenance and repaii* in connection with the buildings, roads.grounds, 
plastering, &c., have been carried out. New latrines and a public drinking fountain have 
Dcen erected at the People’s Gardens, and improvements to the subsoil drainage at St. 
Stephen's Green were necessitated by the gradual rise of the water that has been taking 
place since the closing of the wells in the district. 

Depositories for Parochial Records. [Act 39 & 40 Fic., C. 58.}-;-Under the provisions 
of this Act inspections of proposed Depositories have been made in. 4 cases, and reports 
thereon forwarded to the Deputy Keeper of the Records. 

SHANNON DRAINAGE. 

The work at Killaloe was practically completed except the removal of some dams 
which was stopped by the floods. This will be done during the present summer. The 
Fish Pass here was altered according to the designs supplied by the Inspectors of Irish 
Fisheries. 

Shannon Sluices. 

These were maintained in good order. 
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RIVER MAIGUE NAVIGATION. 

The Collector’s house and sv;ivel bridge were repaired and maintained. 

LOWER BOYNE NAVIGATION. 

Tlie locks, lock-gates, buildings, and other works were maintained in good order. 

River Suck Dkaj.nagb (PARLmiEKTARY Grant under River Suck Drainige 
(Provision of Funds) Act, 1890). 

These works are now nearly completed, with the exception of the removal of some 
dams in main river, and work on the tributaries and minor drains included in the 
authorized scheme. The cost of excavating the main river proved considerably higher 
than anticipated by the late Engineer of the Suck Drainage Board ; and some additional 
funds will have to be provided for the due completion of the scheme, the savings on 
other portions of the works having proved inadequate to meet the excess cost of the 
main river work. 

ROYAL HARBOURS. 

A Summary of Rainfall and Tidal Obsei-vations at Kingstown, and remarks by the 
Harbour Masters on the Fishing Industry and Trade at the several Harbours, will be 
found in Appendix (G). 

Kingstown Harbour, Co. Dublin. 

The usual works of repair and maintenance to sea slopes of breakwaters, piers, 
wharves, roads, buildings, &c., were canied out during tbe year, and a quantity of 
12,000 tons of silt was hedged from bed of harbour and deposited at back of East Pier. 
The dredging plant having become worn out, a contract has been entered into for the 
construction of a new dredger, it being important not only to maintain, but to deepen 
this harbour in the interests of the Mail Packet and Naval Services. 

"Water has been supplied to Her Majesty’s ships, the vessels of the Irish Lights 
Board, and trading vessels ; and a quantity of 533 tons of ballast supplied to the 
latter. 

Howth Harbour, Co. Dublin. 

The east breakwater and other works have been maintained in good order, aUdiougli 
the winter storms were exceptionally severe. 

Dunmork East Harbour, Co. Watkbford. 

The severe storms of the past winter caused only a trifling damage to the sea slope 
and about two hundred tons of large blocks were placed at toe of same for its protection. 
The works generally have been maintained in good order. 

Donaghadee Harbour, Co. Down. 

The works have been maintained in good order. 

Ardglass Harbour, Co. Down. 

Yery slight damage occurred to the breakwater during the winter, and the works 
have been maintained in satisfactory order.

The maintenance works of the Rinn and Blackriver District were completed during 
the year at a cost of £2,713. Those of the Kilcock District were undertaken and 
completed at a cost of £l73. The Carrigans District was inspected and reported on.

A small repair in connection with the Ballinamore and Ballycoimell Canal was carried 
out at a cost of £125.

Fishery Piers and Harbours Maintenance.

The special repairs to Laekan Pier in the County of Mayo were practically completed 
during the financial year at a cost of about £2,300. Some damage occurred to Malin 
Head Pier, County Donegal, during the exceptionally severe storms of February last, 
and repairs are now in progpress. A slight movement in the wharf wall of Carlingford 
Pier, County Louth, has been carefully watched ; and proceedings are now on foot to 
deal with it in an effective manner. Steps were taken to ascertain if any damage had 
occurred to the other numerous fishery piers and harbours round the Irish Coast from 
the severe winter storms, and it is satisfactory that no other serious damage was 
reported, except the destruction of a small beacon at Boat Strand, County Waterford. 

Sea Fisheries (Ireland) Acr, 1883. 

The principal work under this head during the year has been the completion of the 
North Groyne at Greystones Harbour which, however, has not as yet been vested in the 
County. 

Plans and estimates are in course of preparation for the extension of the Pier at 
Clogher Head in County Louth, a work to which the unexpended balance of the Sea 
Fisheries Fund is, under the recommendation of the Royal Commission on Public 
Works and 'the approval of Government, to be devoted. 

Arklow Harbour. 

The North Groyne Works undertaken by tbe Harbour Commissioners, for -which a 
grant of £3,500 and a loan of £3,500 were sanctioned, are not yet completed. 

Shannon Navigation. 

The canals, ferries, bridges, jetties, guays, lock-houses, &c., were maintained in good 
order, and new lock-gates put in at Killaloe, Meelick, and Tarmonbarry.

from 1842 to 1863 loans for Arterial Drainage \rere made under 5 and 6 Tie,, c. 8S. 
£2,082,052 was lent under this statute, the greater part during and after the famine 
of 1849. Of this amount £1,207,582 was remitted, and £873,984 principal repaid. 
The principal still repayable amounts to £485. 

Since 1363 the loans for this purpose have been made under the Drainage and Im- 
provement of Lands Act (Ireland), 1 863, 26 and 27 Vio., c. 88, and amending Acts, and 
since that date the entire amount of loans made under 26 and 27 Vio., c. 38, up to 
March 31, 1894, is £823,080, including £6,136 lent out of the Irish Church Fund.

The nuroher of loans sanctioned for Troyks, of wliicli thorough drainage forms the 
piincipal part, since the commencement in 1847 to the 31st March in this year, is 
8,206, for 71 2,517, and of this number 22, for £3,230, were approved during the 
year ended SlstMai’ch, 1894. 

Planting for Shelter. 

Since the nassing of the Act 29 and 30 Vic., c. 40, 122 loans, amounting to £27,285, 
have been made, and of that number 2, for £230, were sanctioned during the year. 

Farm Bcildings. 

Under this head 2,991 loans have been sanctioned since the passing of the Act 13 
and 14 Vie., c. 19, the amount being £1,1S5,C15. This includes 179 loans, for £27,720, 
approved during the past financial year. 

Dwellings for AGRicuLTtiRAL Labourers. 

For this class of work the number of loans sanctioned since the passing of the Act 
23 Vic., c. 19, is 736, for £345,860, 14 of which, amounting to £4,385, were approved 
in the year. 

Under section 19 of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, we have power to make 
advances to tenant farmers, who, pursuant to the injunctions of the Irish Land Com- 
mission. and as a condition attached to the fixing of a “ fair rent,” proceed to erect 
labourers’ dwellings on their holdings. Such tenauta are deemed to be persons to 
whom a loan may oe made under the Landed Property Improvement (Ireland) Acts, 
for the improvement or building of dwellings for labourers, as if such persons were 
owners within the meaning of the Act 10 Vic., c. 32, sec. 7. No loans were sanctioned 
under this section within the year ending 31st March, 1894, but the sum of £29 was 
issued. Under this provision of the Act 255 loans have been sanctioned since tlie 
commencement, amounting to £14,876, the instalments issued amounting to £13,491. 

The following Table shows the number and amount of Loans sanctioned for Dwell- 
ings for Agricultural Labourers under the Act 23 Vic., cap. 19, and the Land Lav

Under section 31 of the above Act, which provides for loans to occupiers of land for 
improvements proposed by themselves, the number of loans sanctioned since our last 
report was 496, amounting to £42,870, the sum issued being £41,182. This give& 
the total of loans sanctioned under section 31 since the commencement to 31st Marcli, 
1894, as 11.726 — amount £1,009,107, the instalments issued amounting to £854,337. 

The number of applications for loans lodged during the year 1893-94 was 748, bemg- 
a decrease of 189 from last year. Of this number 40 were received from occupying 
owners.

Dui-inff the past year there v'erc 9,307 hampei-a of iish landed as against 10,493 for 
1893, and 10,986 for 1892. 

This decrease may be accounted for by the fact that a less number of trawlers were 
engaged in fishing. In former years the average number of boats was 60, but this 
year the average did not exceed 50. 

There were a good number of calms daring the year, and there were frequent gales 
during the first three months of the year, but tire take per boat has not apparently 
fallen off. 

The number of herrings caught was hmited. When the boats were expecting the 
aiTival of the fish, a gale of wind came on which lasted two or three days, and which no 
doubt had the effect of dispersing the shoals. 

The local boats engaged in mackerel fishing were not successful although the fish 
were more close to the shore and the harbour than in former years. 

The long line fishing was more successful this season than it has been for a long 
time.

Fishing. 

Herring fisliirg commenced at tliis Station on 17th May, and continued up to 22nd 
September, and was a little better than the previous year — the total capture for the 
season being about 8,785 mease, or 3,525 mease over the previous year. The demand 
•was pretty good all through the season, and the prices ranged from 35s. 6d. down to 
7s. per mease, the average price being about Ids. Dmdng the latter end of the season 
mackerel were taken with the herrings in larger numbers than usual ; in a very short 
time 41 .000 -were captured, but the price obtained was very small, ranging from Is. to 4s. 
per hundred. After the herring fishing had ceased a few of the boats (alwut sixteen), 
belonging to the adjoining small ports of this neighbourhood, commenced trawling, and 
continued at this fishing all through th^ winter when the weatlier (which was 
most unfavourable) would permit, and the fishermen made pretty good w^a; 
but there could be no check to calculate from, as they did not always come to this port 
to send off their fish to market, but the portion sent from here was equal to about 148 
tons, the estimated value being £1,706, — the price of this class of mixed fish being 
from 8s. to 19s. per box, each box to con-tain 1 cwt. of fish; if good mixed fiat fish, the 
same siijed box might draw £4 or more, so that it is impossible to get at the average 
value. 

The number of boats fishing from here daring the last herring season equal 36 
Scotch, 42 Manx, and D7 Irish — in all equal to a total of 175 boats ; but only 93 of this 
number fished regularly from this port, and about 77 called from one to eight times to 
dispose of their fish ; however the fleet was larger by 33 boats than last year.

In addition to above, 1 5 tug boats called for shelter or for orders during the year. 
Ten sailing vessels and 3 steamers called for shelter during the year. 

There was a considerable falling off in the trade of this port during the past year ; 
there were 12 cargo vessels less than the previous year into port, with 660 tons less coal 
delivered, and (542 tons less potatoes shipped, and 204 tons less timber, lime, and stone 
delivered — in all equal to 1,506 cargo tons of a falling off in trade. The stonny 
winter, in addition to the gi'eat coal strike in England, should fullv account for such a 
falling off. 6 .

Haubour Master's Report on the Fishing Industry. 

The herring fishery in common with other fishings has suffered dming the past year ; 
both in summer and winter seasons fish were very scarce. The amount of herring sold 
was only 591 mease, average price realized was 13s. per mease, against 10,390 mease 
at 10s. Id. per mease last year. 

The beam trawlers had a very poor season, and for the past four months did very 
little on account of the stormy weather. 

The otter trawl boats, principally Dungarvan hookers, fishing within the headlands 
of \\ aterford Harbour during the spring and summer months, did fairly well ; they had 
some large takes of prime plaice for which they received a ready maiket and a good 
price. 

The shell fishers did very well. The commencement of the season lobsters were 
s^rce and sold as high as 16s., and cr*abs 3s. 6c^. per dozen. Later on they were more 
plentiful, and- at the close of the season were sold as low as 8s. and 2s. per dozen 
respectively. ' 
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Donaghadeb Harbour. 

The boat«j engaged in the salmon fishiiig on the lower waters ot the Suir and Barrow 
had a very bad season ; the fishermen attribute the failure to the dry season.

In addition to above, 96 tug boats'called into haxbour either for shelter or for orders ; 
39 trading vessels called for shelter or windbound; 5 fishing boats with herrings, and 
sold 107 mease ; 41 pleasure yachts for shelter or for orders. 

During the post year there were 7 cargo vessels less to this port, and 1,531 cargo tons 
less than during the previous year ; however this falling off was general at the small 
ports around this coast.

National Monuments and Ecclesiastical Ruins. 

Irish Church Act, 1869, 32 & 33 Vic., c. 42; and Anoient Monuments Protection 
Act, 45 A 46 Tic., c. 73. 

GLEJSDALOTJG-H CHURCHES, CO. WICKLOW. 

The work cai:ried out at the above National Monument consisted of repairs to the 
roof of St. Kevin’s Kitchen, pointing, &c. ; rebuilding a portion of the gable of St Mary’s 
Church; the construction of a new bridge over the river, the former one having become 
dangerous through decay ; the fixing of labels on and cataloging the various fragments 
found from time to time and stored in St. Kevin’s Kitchen. 

Beyond such repairs no work was undertaken or required. 



MOITASTEBBOICE, CO. LOUTH. 

Beyond the cutting of ivy, Ac., and .the under-pinning of walls, where they have been 
under-mined by the digging of graves, no work has been found necessary. 

ABBEY :KKOCKMOY,. CO., GAL WAT. 

This extensive Abbey was in a most dilapidated condition. The nave and- chancel 
were crowded with debris. The upper porabns of the riaVe and cb^cel walls were 
nearly tailing. The conventual-boildinga were in a similar condition. Careful measured 
drawing^, sections, and elevations, showing the condition of the structure before works 
were cbmmenced were mad A . All theit iv'as^requisite to ihmntain the .Abbey in a proper 
state of repair has been done. A caretaker- hab been appointdd. ... . . . > .

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ATHENBT abbey, CO. GALWAY. 

Extensive repsurs were necessary ; the walls required repair and poioting. The debris 
which had collected in the interior was removed. The fine tomb of the Berminghams 
has been reptured. Careful sections and elevations to scale have been prepared, showing 
the condition of the ruin prior to the works being undertaken. All that was requisite 
to maintain the building has been done. 

ENNIS ABBEY, 00. CLARE. 

The condition of the Graveyard attached to this ruin was found to be so serious, 
owing to overcrowding, that a committee of gentlemen brought the matter before the 
Local Government Board, who granted an order for its being closed. The coffins were 
so near the surface that great difficulty was experienced in lowering the grav^ near 
surfe.ee. The whole has now a satisfactory appearance. 

The Abbey had been used as a parish church, having been I’oofed in 1819. All the 
woodwork of this date was ruinous, and had to be removed. The nave was excavated 
to the original level ; arches which had been blocked in 1819 were re-opened ; and the 
usual repairs to walls effected. 

The uate of the Abbey varies in parts, but the general style is that of the 13th 
century, with careful detail and fine mouldings. 

KILMALLOCK ABBEY, CO. LIMERICK. 

Owing to difficulties experienced regarding the vesting of this Abbey, little has been 
done. 

Drawings have been made, and preliminary work connected with the general 
survey done. 

SHERKIN ISLAND ABBEY, CO. CORK. 

This is an extensive ruin, and was in a most dilapidated condition. Many of the 
walls were in a dangerous state, and care had to be taken not to make matters more 
serious during repairs. 

The works were carried out satisfactorily under an experienced clerk of works. 

INNISFALLEN ISLAND, KILLARNBY, CO. KERRY. 

The ruins here consist of an Oratory built on the highest point of the Island, the 
ancient Abbey and surrounding conventual buildings. The date of the Oratory is 
twelfth century, portions of the Abbey the same date, part of it thirteenth century, and 
part sixteenth The Oratory has been repaired, and falling walls secured. The debris 
filling the interior has been removed, disclosing many curious and interesting tombs. 
The eastern gable with two early English windows, countei*parts of those at Aghadoe, 
in the vicinity of Killarney, had fallen, but the windows were perfect, and they have 
been replaced in their original positions. The high altar was discovered, and beneath 
it a curious relic, half bird, half fish, partly ivory and partly bronze. This relic has 
exercised the minds of learned societies, without, however, any definite result. Some 
farther work is requisite on outlying portions of those conventual buildings, which it ie 
hoped may be done this year. 

BALLINSKELLIGS, CO. KERRY. 

This extensive ruin has been carefully repaired under an experienced clerk of woj’ks. 
There is not much architectural detail of importance, but its history is interesting. 

QUIN ABBEY, CO. CLARE. 

Owing to the careful way in which former repairs were done at this Abbey, little 
remained to be carried out. The works were mainty in connection with the Donboyn® 
vault, which forma a portion of the Abbey/ 

MELLIFONT, CO. LOUTH. 

work done at this Abbey W’as simply repairs to portions of the walls which bad 
fallen into decay since the last expenditure. 
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
